The  Secessionists — Their  Promises  aid  (heir 
Performances — The  Condition  into  which  they 
hive  brought  the  Country — The  Remedy,  eel. 
Mr.  Editor  :  There  is.  so  far  an  I  remem- 
ber, no  war  to  be  met  with  in  history  entire 
ly  analogous  to  the  one  how  razing  between 
the  North  and  the  South.  That  produced 
by  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  three  of  the 
Swiss  Cantons  to  separate  themselves  from 
the  Confederation  a  few  years  since,  in  some 
respects,  resembles  it  most  nearly.  That  at- 
tempt, it  will  be  remembered,  was  arrested, 
and  the  rebellious  Cantons  speedily  reduced 
to  submission  by  the  ann9  of  the  Confedera- 
cy. It  is  frequently  compared  to  our  old 
Revolutionary  struggle  with  the  mother 
country,  but  there  is  scarcely  any  analogy 
between  the  two  cases  The  thirteen  Colo- 
nies were  not  like  the  Southern  States,  equal 
tn  political  rights  with  the  other  States  of 
the  British  Empire.  They  poseixjed  no  sover- 
eign power  whatever  They  were  not,  as  we 
were,  entitled  to  representation  iu  the  com- 
mon Parliament  of  the  British  Union,  but 
were  mere  Colonies — mere  dependences  up- 
on the  mother  country.  In  anevil  hour  the 
administration  of  George  .  Grenville,  and  af- 
terward that  of  Lord  Xorth,  attempted  to 
impose  »n  unjust  tar  upon  the  Colonies 
This  oppression  was  resisted,  and  the  resis- 
tance was  made  the  pretext  for  other  oppres- 
sions more  unjust  still  The  Colonies  con- 
tinued their  resistance  in  a  constitutional 
way  for  near  ten  years,  by  representations, 
remonstrances,  and  petitions  for  the  redress 
jt  grievances  ;  but  all  in  vain  At  length 
they  took  up  arms,  with  the  avowed  object 
of  enforcing  such  redress.  They  solemnly 
disclaimed  all  intention  of  separation  from 
the  parent  State,  for  they  were  as. loyal  in 
their  feelings  of  attachment. to  the  British 
Constitution  as  were  the  inhabitants  of  Sur- 
ry or  Cornwall.  This  resolute  step  they  con- 
fidently expected  would  procure  the  desired 
redress,  but  the  advice  of  all  the  ablest 
statesmen  at  that  age — of  Chatham,  of  Cam- 
den of  Burke,  of  Fox.  of  Rockingham,  and 
others — were  thrown  away  upon  the  narrow- 
winded  Monarch  and  the  bigoted  Ministry 
which  then  swayed  the  destinies  of  the  Brit- 
ish Empire  Still,  in  hope,  they  continued 
lbs  struggle  for  one  whole  year.  At  length 
the  British  Parliament  declared  the  Colonies 
out  of  the  protection  of  the  parent  State 
And  then,  at  last,  no  other  course  was  left 
them  but  to  proclaim  their  independence, 
and  defend  it,  if  need  be, -with  their  ltfe's 
blood  The  battle  of  Lexington  was  fought 
on  the  lath  of  April,  1775,  and  on  the  12th 
of  April,  1776,  the  Provincial  Congress  ol 
North  Carolina  ''empowered  their  delegates 
in  Congress  to  concur  with  the  delegates  of 
the  other  Colonies  in  declaring  independence 
and  forming  foreign  alliances;"  and  on  the 
15th  of  the  following  month  Virginia, 
through  her  Convention,  instructed  her  del- 
egates in  the.  Continental  Congress  "to  pro 
pose  to  that  body  to  declare  the  United  Col- 
onies free  and  independent  States,  absolved 
irom  all  allegiance  to  or  dependence  on  the 
Crown  or  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,"  and 
on  the  4th  ofjuly  following  the  ever  memo- 
rable Declaration  was  made. 

But  how  different  has  been  the  course  of 
the  secessionists  I  They  seem  to  have  resol- 
ved years  ago  that  the  Union  whould  be  des- 
troyed, and  then  to  have  set  themselves  to 
work  to  forge  such  grievances  as  would  seem 
to  give  them  a  decent  pretext  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  their  premeditated  schemes. 
The  first  effort  was  made  in  the  days  of  nul- 
lification by  the  secessionists  of  South  Caro- 
lina. The  grievance  then  complained'  of 
was  the  tariff,  although  the  State  of  South 
Carolina  herself  had  been  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Government  nearly  up  to  that 
period  as  strong  an  advocate  of  a  high  tariff 
as  any  State  in  New  England.  That  ques 
lion  was  compromised  ;  South  Carolina  ob- 
tained all  that  she  ostensibly  demanded.  A 
revenue  tariff,  with  incidental  protection,  be- 
came the  settled  policy  of  the  Government, 
and,  except  tor  a  short  period  under  the  tar- 
iff of  1842,  was  never  departed  from.  But 
still  they  were  not  satisfied.  Immediately 
after  the  passage  of  Mr.  Clay's  compromise 
bill  the  newspaper  organ  of  the  secessionists 
at  Washington  declared  ■  that  the  South 
could  never  be  united  ou  this  tariff  question, 
aud  that  the  slave  question  was  the  only  one 
that  could  unite  them.''  And  Mr.  Calhoun, 
if  I  mistake  not,  said  the  same  thing  in  a 
speech  at  Abbeville,  in  South  Carolina, 
about  the  same  time;  and  of  course  was  fol- 
lowed by  all  the  lesser  lights  among  his  ad- 
herants.  Then  commenced  that  violent  ag- 
itation of -the  slavery  question  which  had 
nearly  culminated  upon  the  admission  of 
California,  in  1850.  Again,  by  the  efforts  of 
those  immortal  statesmen  of  the  last  age, 
Messrs.  Webster,  Clay,  and  others,  was  the 
matter  compromised. 

The  whole  eountry  at  first  appeared  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  settlement,  but  it  soon  ap- 
peared that  there  were  a  uumber  of  restless 
spirits  araoug  the  extremists  of  the  South 
that  would  be  satisfied  with  nothing  short 
of  a  dissolution  of  the  Union.  Of  this  class 
of  politicians  W.  L.  Yancey  may  be  titty  se- 
lected as  representative  man.  lie  immediate- 
ly began  It)  agitate  the  question  again- 
He  went  to  the  Democratic  National  Con- 
vention at  Baltimore,  in  1852,  as  a  delegate 
from  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  there  pro- 
posed as  the  ultimatum  on  which  he  could 
continue  to  act  with  the  Democratic  parly, 
and  upon  which,  in  his  opinion,  the  Slave 
States  could  consent  to  remain  in  the  Union, 
that  the  doctrine  of  non-intervention  by  Con 
greet  in  regard  to  slavery  in  the  Territories 
should  be  incorporated  into  the  Democratic 
platlorra.  In  this  he  failed,  and  therefore 
did  not  support  tlfc  nominee  of  the  Conven- 
tion, Mr.  Pierce  He  could  not,  however, 
at  that  lime,  succeed  in  creating  a  great 
vchism  in  the  Democratic  party,  so  great  had 
been  the  calm  which  the  compromise  meas 
ures,  of  1850,  had  produoed.  In  1856  he 
again  went  as  a  delegate  from  the  State  of 
Alabama  to  the  Cincinnati  Convention  with, 
his  old  ultimatum  in  his  pocket.  Contrary 
to  his  wishes  and  expectations  it  was  incor- 
porated into  the  Cincinnati  platform,  and 
being  thus  left  without  an  excuse,  he  sup- 
ported Mr.  Buchanan  for  the  Presidency  in 
the  fall  of  that  year.  In  the  meantime 
however,  that  fatal  measure,  the  repeal  of 
the  Missouri  compromise,  had  been  consum- 
mated. It  was  brought  about  by  the  ex- 
tremists of  the  South,  aided  by  a"  few  par- 
lisau  Democrats  of  the  North.  The  avow- 
ed object  of  its  author  was  toopen  to  slavery 
the  Territories  north  of  the  Missouri  com- 
promise line,  notwithstanding  the  agreement 
of  I  520  that  said  line  should  forever  divide 
the  Territories  between  the  Slave  and  Free 
States.  It  si  said,  however,  that  the  compro- 
mise, of  1820,  was  unconstitutional,  but  what 
is  that  to  the  purpose  ?  It  was  a  most  solemn 
compact  between  the  two  sections  of  the 
country,  made  for  the  settlement  of  a  most 
perplexing  question,  and;  without  -»o T  refer- 


ence to  its  constitutionality ,  should  hacs  been 
regarded  as 'an  organic  law,  and  observed 
as  sacredly  as  the  Constitution  itself. 

The  effect  of  this  measure  was  great  and  j 
rapid,  and  there  can  be  but  little  doubt  that 
it  was  such  as  a  majority  of  its  authors  con- 
tem plated.    The  result' was  the  lormation 
of  a  great  party  at  the  North  opposed  to  the  I 
further  extension  of  slavery,   and   which  | 
party  very  nearly  succeeded  in  electing  their  i 
candidate  for  the  Presidency,  Mr.  Fremont,  in  | 
1856.    After  the  election,  this  party  seemed 
to  be  on  the  wane,  until  the  anti-slavery 
spirit  of  the  whole  North  was  aroused  to1 
madness  by  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  Mr.  j 
Buchanan's  Administration  to  force  the  Le- 
compton  Constitution  with  slavery  upon  the 
people  of  Kansas,  in  opposition  to  the known, 
and  expressed  wish  of  three-fourths  of  them,  j 
But  for  this  most  unjustifiable  measure  the: 
Republican  party  would  undoubtedly  have 
dwindled  down   to  moderate  proportions;! 
and  even  after  this  it  is  doubtful  if  they  j 
could  have  succeeded  in  the  Presidential  \ 
election  of  1860  if  the  secessionists,  with  j 
Yancey  at  their  head,  had  not  determined 
that  they  should  succeed.    After  Mr.  Yancey 
aid  his  party  hail,  acainst  their  wishes,  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  their  ultimatum  of  non-in- 
tervention incorporated  into  the  Cincinnati 
platform,  they  went  to  work  to  conjure  up! 
another  to  present  to  the  Charleston  Con- ' 
vention.    Abandoning  their  doctrine  of  non- 
intervention, they  went  to  (he  opposite  ex- 
treme and  demanded  that  the  intervention 
of  Gongress  for  the  protection  of  slavery  in 
•the  Territories  should  constitute  a  part  of 
the-Charleston  platform.    Thisdemand  they 
well  knew  would  not  be  complied  with,  nor 
did  they  desire  that  it  should  be.  Their  bbject 
was  to  prooore  the  secession  of  tire  dele- 
gates of  Coition  States  from  the  Convention, 
and  thus  riV- -defeating  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Douglas,  and  rendering  asunder  the  Dem- 
ocratic party,  to  insure  the  election  of  Mr 
Lincoln,  and  thereby, /or^e-for  ■  themselves 
a  grievance  which  would  seem  to  justify 
them  in  the  execution  of'  their  long  meditat- 
ed designs  of  destroying  the  Union. 

All  of  this  they  accomplished,  and  the 
election  of  Mc  Lincoln  was  perhaps  hailed 
with  greater  joy  at  Charleston  than  at  New 
York.  I  will  do  them  the  justice  to  Btate 
that  they  also  claimed  to  have  some  other 
grievances  ;  among  them,  that  some  of  the 
Northern  States  by  their  statutes  obstructed 
the  execution  of  the  fugitive  slave  law,  but 
the  only  States  that  could  complain  much 
on  that  scofe  were  willing  to  remain  in  the 
Union  whiU  South  Carolina,  the  State  which 
set  the  bill  in  motion,  perhaps  never  lost  a 
slave.  But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
no  act  of  the  National  Government  consti 
tuted  any  part  of  iheir  grievances  They 
did  not  pretend  that  any  act  of  Congress  in- 
fringed their  rights,  and  the  decisions  of 
the  Supreme  Court  were  mainly  sirch  as 
they  would  themselves  have  made.  Nay, 
even  at  the  very  time  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  inau- 
guration, if  the  Cotton  States  had  allowed 
their  Senators  and  Representatives  to  re- 
main, they  would'  have  had  a  decided  ma- 
jority in  both  Houses  of  Congress  in  favor 
of  the  extension  of  slavery,  and  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  policy  of  the  party  which  elected 
him.  — 

The  great  cause  of  complaint  was,  that  a 
man  opposed  to  the  extension  of  slavery  in 
the  Territories  had  been  elected  Prtsident 
of  the  United  States  according  to  the  forms 
of  the  Constitution  which  he  was  sworn  to 
de/end  and  protect,  and  who  disclaimed  any- 
other  than. constitutional  means  in  the  ac- 
complishments of  his  objects.  Under  such 
circumstances  it  seems  that  if  they  had  la- 
bored under  ftny  real  grievance,,  their  course 
was  plain.  They  should  have  taken  the 
course  of  our  Revolutionary  fathers.  When 
the  States  assembled  in  Convention,  instead 
of  proceeding  at  once  to  declare  their  inde- 
pendence— for  the  idea  of  secession,  peacea- 
ble of  right,  seems,  as  Publius  says  to  have 
exploded  and  given  up  the  ghost — should 
clearly  and  concisely  have  stated  what  their 
grievances  were  and  demanded  redress  in 
respectful,  yet  firm  and  decided  terms. 
They  should  have  exhausted  every  constitu- 
tional means  of  obtaining  guarantees — if 
any  were  needed — by  representation,  by  re- 
monstrance, by  petition;  and,  failing  in  all 
thtse,  they  should  have  done  as  our  Revolu- 
tionary sires  did — i.  e.  fight  in  the  Union  for 
their  rights  until  they  were  driven  out  of  it. 
."Mich  a  course  would  have  procured  for  us, 
as  it  did  for  our  lathers,  the  respect,  the  sym- 
pathy, and  the  assistance  of  other  nations. 
Instead  of  that  we  have  not  a  friend  in  Europe. 
But  such  was  not  the  courae  which  these — 
in  their  own  estimation — wise  statesman 
chose  to  pursue.  When  such  a  course  was 
suggested  or  recommended  to  them,  they 
evaded  ilbya  long  list  of  manificent promis- 
es which  looked  so  splendid  as  almost  to 
dazzle  the  mind  with  their  brilliancy. 

First,  and  foremost,  they  promised  that 
secession  should  be  peaceable. 

Secondly,  they  promised  that  if  perchance 
war  should  ensue  it  would  be  a  very  short 
war ;  that  it  would  not  last  six  months ;  that 
the  Yankees  would  not  fight,  that  one  South- 
erner could  whip  from  ten  to  one  hundred  of 
them ;  that  England  and  France  would 
speedily  recognise  us  and  render  us  every 
assistance  we  might  desire;  that  whatever 
might  be  their  abstract  opinions  of  the  sub- 
ject of  slavery,  their  interests  would  impel 
them  to  promote  its  perpetuity  in  the  South- 
ern States;  that  if  after  all  they  should 
not  be  disposed  to  assist  us,  Cotton  was  King, 
and  would' soon  bring  all  the  crowned  heads 
of  Europe  on  their  knees  in  supplication  to 
us;  would  compel  them  to  raise  the  block- 
ade, should  one  be  established,  in  thirty 
days,  in  sixty  days,  in  ninety  days  in  one 
hundred  and  twenty  days,  in  six  months,  in 
uine  months,  in  one  year  at  farthest. 

Thirdly,  they  promised  ut  that  all  the 
Slave  Stales  except  Deleware  would  join  the 
Southern  Confederacy;  that  slavery  should 
not  only  be  perpetuated  in  the  States,  but 
that  it  should' be  extended  into  all  the  Ter- 
ritories in  which  the. negro  could  live,  that 
all  the  grievances  occasioned  by  .the  non- 
execution  of  the  fugitive  slave  law  should 
be  speedily  redressed,  that  slave  property 
should  be  established  upon  a  basis  as  safe 
as  that  of  landed  property. 

Fourthly,  they  promised  us  that  the  new 
Government  should  be  a  mere  Confederacy 
of  States  of  absolute  sovereignty  and  equal 
l  ights.;  that  the  States  should  be  tyrannized 
over  by  no  such  "central  despotism"  as  the 
old  Government  at  Washington  ;  that  the 
glorious  doctrine  of  State  rights  and  nullifi- 
cation, as  taught  by  Mr.  J.efferson  and  Mr. 
Calhoun,  should  prevail  in  the  new  Confed- 
eracy ;  that  the  severeignty  of  the  States 
and  their  judicial  decisions  should  be  sacred- 
ly respected. 

Fifthly,  they  promised  us  the  early  and 
permanent  establishment  of  the  wealthiest 
and  best  Government  on  the  earth,  whose 
credit  should  be  better  than  that  of  any  oth 
er  nation,  whose  prosperity  and  happiness 
would  be  the  envy  of  the  civilized  world. 

And,  lastly,  they  promised  us  that  if  war 
should  ensue,  they  would  go  to  the  battle- 
field and  spill,  if  necessary,  the  last  drop 
of  their  blood  in  the  cause  of  their  beloved 
South. 

While  such  have  been  their  promises, 
what  have  been  their  performances?.  In- 


stead of  teceuien  being  peaceable,  at  thsy 
promised  that  it  would,  it  has  given  rise  to 
such  a  war  as  has  never  before  desolated  any 
country  since  the  barbarians  of  the  North 
overran  the  Roman  Empire.  So  far  from 
the  war's  ending  in  six  months,  as  they  said 
it  would,  should  it  ensue,  it  has  already,  lasted 
more  than  two  years,  and,  if  their  policy  is 
pursued,  it  will  last  more  than  two  years 
longer  :  and,  notwithstanding  their  pre- 
dictions, the  Yankees  have  fought  on 
many  occasions  with  a  spirit  and  deter- 
mination worthy  of  their  ancestors  of  the 
Revolution;  worthy  of  the  descendant  of  those 
austere  old  puritans  whose  heroic  spirit  and 
religious  zeal  made  Oliver  Cromwell's  army 
a  terror  Of  the  civilized  world,  or  of  those 
French  Huguenots  "who,  thrice  in  the  six- 
teenth century,  contended  with  heroic  spirit 
and  various  fortunes  against  all  the  genius 
of  the  house  of  Lorraine,  and  all  the  power  of 
the  house  of  Valois  "  England  and  France 
have  not  recognized  us-  have  not  raised  the  I 
blockade ;  have  not  shown  us  any  sympathy ;  j 
nor  is  there  any  probability  that  they  ever! 
will,  and  that  cotton  is  not  king  is  j?ow  uni-j 
versally  acknowledged.  And  MarJand  has  ! 
not  joined  the  Confederacy;  nor  fias  Ken- 
tucky nor  Missouri  ever  really  been  with  us. 
Slavery  has  not  only  not  been  perpetnated  irr 
the  States,  nor  extended  into  the  Territories, 
but  Missouri  has  passed  an  act  of  emancipa- 
tion, and  Maryland  is  ready  to  do  so  rather 
than -give  up  her  place  in  the  Union,  and 
the  last  hope  of  obtaining  one  -foot  of  the 
Territories  for  the  purpose  of  extending  sla- 
very has  departed  from  ihe  Confederacy,  for 
ever.  The  grievances  caused  by  the  failure-, 
of  some  of  the  Northern  States  to.  execute 
the  fugitive  slave  law  have  notonlv  aot  been 
remedied,  but  more  slaves  have  been' lost  to 
the  South  forever  since  secession  was  inau- 
gurated than  would  have  escaped  from  their 
masters  in  the  Union  in  five  centuries.  And 
how  have  they  kept  their  promise  that  they 
would  respect  the  sovereignty  and  rights  of 
the  States?  Whatever  the  Government  may 
be  in  theory,  in  fact  we- have  a  grand  milita- 
ry consolidation  which  almost  entirely  ig- 
nores the  existence  of  the  States  and  disce- 
garil*  the  decisions  of  their  highest  judicial 
tribunals.  The  great  central  despotism  at 
Washington,  as  they  were  pleased  to  call  it, 
was  at  any  time,  previous  to  the  commence: 
inent  of  the  secession  movement,  and  even 
lor  some  time  after  it  had  been  commenced, 
a  most  mild  and  beneficent  Government  com- 
pared with  the  central  despotism  at  Rich- 
mond under  which  we  are  now  living. 

Instead  of  an  early  and  permanent  estab- 
lishment of  the  "wealthiest  and  best  Gov- 
ernment in  the  world  with  unbounded  credit," 
what  have  we  got?  In  spite  of  all  the 
victories  which  they  profess  to  have  obtained 
over  the  Yaukees,  they  have  lost  the  States 
of  Missouri,  Kentucky,  Arkansas,  Texas, 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Tennessee,  and 
in  my  bumble  opinion  have  lost  them  for- 
ever; and.  in  all  probability,  Alabama  will 
soon  be  added  to  the  number.  This  will 
leave  to  the  Confederacy  but  Jive  States  out 
of  the  original  thirteen,  and  of  these  five 
the  Yankees  have  possession  of  many  of  the 
.most  important  points  and  one-third  of  their 
territory.  So  far  the  Yankees  have  never  fail-, 
ed  to  hold  every  place  of  importance  which 
they  have  taken,  and  present  indications 
are  that  Charleston  will  soon  be  added  to  the 
number.  The  campaign  of  Gen.  Lee  into 
Pennsylvania  has  undoubtedly  proved  a  fail- 
ure, and  with  it  the  last  hope  of  conquering 
a  peace  by  a  successful  invasion  of  the  ene- 
my's country  Our  army  has  certainly  been' 
much  weakened  and  dispirited  by  this  fail- 
ure and  the  fall  of  Vicksburg,  and  how 
long  even  Richmond  will  be  safe  no 
one  can  tell.  As  the  Richmond  Enquirer 
said  some  time  ago,' ''they  are  slowly  but 
surely  gaining  upon  us  acre,  by  acre,  mil* 
by  mile,"  and,  unless  Providence  interposes 
in  our  behalf — of  which  I  see  no  indica- 
tions— wt  will,  at  no  great  distance  of  time, 
be  a  subjugated  people. 

As  to  our  unbounded  credit,  based  upon  the 
security  of  King  Cotton,  it  it  unnecessary 
to  speak.  When  we  see  one  of  the  most  in- 
fluential States  in  the  Confederacy  discredit- 
ing a  very  large  part  of  theConfedrate-curren- 
cy,  and  iheConfederate  Government  itself  re- 
pudiating, to  tome  extent,  its  most  solemn 
obligations,  we  cannot  but  suppose  that  the 
confidence  of  other  nations  in  the  good  faith 
and  credit  of  this  Government  is  small  in- 
deed. As  regards  their  promise  "to  go  to 
the  war  and  spill  the  last  drop  of  their  blood 
in  the  cause  of  their  beloved  South,"  I  will 
say  nothing.  Every  body  knows  how  the 
the '  secessionists  of  North  Carolina  have 
kept  that  promise.  Every  body  knows  that 
the  leaders,  with  a  few  honorable  excep 
lions,  will  neither  fight  nor  negotiate. 

What  a  deplorable  speotacle  does  the  fore- 
going histroy  present  to  our  view  !  To  what 
a  desperate  pass  have  they  brought  us,  and 
for  what?  They  say  that  they  did  it  because 
the  North  would  give  us  no  guarantee  on  the 
slavery  question.  I  have  before  staled  that 
not  one  of  the  Conventions  of  the  seven 
Cotton  States  ever  demanded  any  guarantee 
whatever.  Nay,  they  even  refused  to  accept- 
or any  if  their  friends  Of  the  Border  States 
would  procure  them  for  theio. 

The  Legislature  of  North  Carolina,  at  its. 
regular  session  in  January,  1861,  adopted 
resolutions  appointing  Commissioners  to  ihe 
Peace  Congress  at  Washington  city,  and  also 
to  the  Convention  which  assembled  at 
Montgomery,  Alabama,  in  February,  1361' 
for  the  purpose  of  adopting  a  Constitution 
and  establishing  a  provisional  Government, 
for  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  On 
the  motion  of  the  writer  of  this,-  the  resolu- 
tion appointing  Commissioners  to  Montgom- 
ery was  amended  so  as  to  instruct  them 
"  to  act  solely  as  mediators,  and  ute  every 
effort  possible  to  restore  the  Union  upou 
the  basis  of  the  Crittenden  propositions  as 
modified  by  the  Legislature  of  Virginia." 
The  Commissioners  under  these  instructions 
were  the  Hon.  D.  L.  Swain,  Gen.  M.  W  Ran- 
som, and  John  L.  Bridgers,  Esq,  who  upon 
their  return,  submitted  a  report  to  his  Ex- 
cellency,  Gov.  Ellis,  which  was  by  him  laid 
before  the  Legislature,  and  was  printed 
among  the  legislative  documents  of  that 
year,  where  it  may  be  consulted.  In  this 
report  they  say  that  they  had  the  most  am- 
ple opportunities  of  ascertaining  public  opin- 
ion in  the  Cotton  States,  and  then  add: 

"Wo  regret  tu  be  constrained  to  state,  as  the 
result  of  our  inquiries,  mado  under  such  circum- 
stances, tha*  only  a  very  decided  minority  of  the 
community  in  these  States  are  disposed  at  pre- 
sent to  entertain  favorably  any  proposition  of 
adjustment  which  looks  towards  a  reconstruction 
of  oar  National  Union.  In  this  state  of  things 
we  have  not  deemed  it  our  duty  to  attend  any  of 
the  secret  sessions  of  the  Congress.  The  resolu- 
tions of  the  General  Assembly  are  upon  the  ta- 
ble of  the  Congress,  and  having  submitted  them 
as  a  peace  offering  we  would  poorly  perform  the 
duties  assigned  to  us  by  entering  into  discus- 
sions which  would  serve  only  to  enkindle  strife." 

But  it  will  be  said  that  these  guarantees 
could  not  have  been  obtained  from  the 
North.  This  I  admit  to  be  true,  and  only 
produce  this  piece  of  history  to  prove  that 
whatever  might  have  been  obtained,  nothing 
would  have  been  accepted.  But  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  did  pass,  by  the 
constitutional  majority  of  two-thirds,  the 
proposition  reported  by  Mr.  Corwio,  from  the 
committee  of  twenty-six.  to  so  a— end'  the 


Constitution  at  to  ptrpKtuatA  slaver?  its  the 
States.    What  stronger  guarantees  could  be 
given  to  far  as  the  States  were  concerned  it. 
would  be  difficult  to  conceive.    What  then, 
would  hare  been  left  to  quarrel  about  ?    The ! 
Territories.    During  the  session  of  Congress 
which  closed  on  the  4th  of  March,  1861,  actsj 
were  passed  to  provide  temporary  Govern- 
ments for  the  three  remaining  new  Territo- 
ries, to  wit,  Colorado,  Nevada,  andDacotah.  j 
These  acts  contain  no  trace  or  indication  of 
the  Wilmot  proviso,  nor  any  other  prohibi-| 
tion  against  the  introduction  of  slavery,  but,  j 
on  the  other  hand,  expressly  declare,  among  I 
other  things,  that  "no  law  shall  be  passed 
impairing  the  rights  of  private  property  ;  nor 
shall  any  discrimination  be  made  in  taxing 
different  kinds  of  property,  but  all  property 
subject  to  taxation  shall  be  in  proportion  to 
the  value  of  the  property  taxed." 

Now,  when  it  is  considered  that  all  three 
of  these  Territories  are  north  ol  36  deg.  30 
rain  ,  aud  that  in  the  new  Territory  now  ! 
owned  by  the  United  Slates  south  of  that; 
line  slavery  actually  exists  and  n  recognized  by  , 
tht  territorial  law,  the  question  may  well  be; 
asked,  "what  was  there  worth  quarreling, 
much  lees  fighting  about  ?"    Here  was  a  set- , 
tlement  of  thequestion  in  the  Territories  made 
by  a  Republican  Congress,  which  gave  the  t 
Sonth  all  that,  up  to  the  time  of  the  Charles- 
ton Convention,  she  had  ever  asked,  anil  far  j 
more  than  she  could  hope  to  gain,  in  any 
event;  by  secession.    Indeed  I  think  it  must 
now  be  apparent  that  secession,- even  if  iti 
could  have  been  effected  peaceably,  would 
have  been  nt  remedy  tor  the  grievances  of 
which  they  complained     Nay,  so  far  as  any 
grievances  arising  front  a  failure  to  obtain 
a  return  of  r,ur  fugitiveslaves  were  concerned, 
J.  think  it  must  now  be  apparent  that  it! 
would  h'tve  been  an  aggravation  instead  of' 
a  remedy  for  .the  evil.     I  think. all  calm  and 
dispassionate  men  every  .where  are  now 
ready  to  admit  that  it  would  have  been  far 
better  for  us  }o  have  accepted  the  terms  of- 
fered us  and  preserved. peace  and  the  Union, 
than  to  have  plupged  this  once  happy  coun- 
try into  the  horrors  of  this  desolating  war, 
which  has  spread  a  pall  over  the  whole  land; 
has  brought  mourning  into  every  family  ; 
has  rendered    hundreds    of  thousands  of 
•hearthstones  desolate ;  has  filled  the  land 
with  maimed  and  disabled,  with  widows  and 
orphans,  and  squalid  poverty  ;  has  crowded 
our  poor    houses   and    almshouses;  has 
sported  away  many  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  lives  and  mauy  hundreds  of  millions  of 
treasure,  only  to  find  the  institution,  for 
which  they  profess  to  have  gone  to  war,  in 
a  thousand  times  greater  jeopardy  than  ever 
before. 

Such  being  the  condition  into  which  they 
have  brought  the  country,  the  question  pre- 
sents itself,  "Is  there  any  remedy  ?"  A  full, 
complete,  and  adequate  remedy  there  is  not; 
for  what  can  restore  the  loved  ones  lost — 
repair  at  once  the  desolation,  or  remove  im- 
mediately the  mourning  from  our  land  ? 
Yet  . there  is  a  remedy  which,  with  the  help 
ing  hand  of  time,  will  accomplish  much, 
very  much  indeed,  and  which,  with  the  en- 
ergy that  usually  follows  desolating  wars, 
will  perhaps  remove  most  of  its  traces  in  a 
half  century  This  remedy  is  peace,  speedy: 
peace  !  But  they  say  that  we  are  so  situated 
that  no  proposition  for  peace  can  be  made 
by  us;  that  having  proclaimed  our  independ- 
ence, we  must  fight  until  it  is  voluntarily 
acknowledged  by  the  United  States,  or  until 
we  are  completely  subjugated.  On  the  meet- 
ing of  the  British  Parliament,  which  took, 
place  on  the  13lh  of  December,  1792,  the 
King,  in  his  speech  to  the  two  Houses,  in- 
timated his  intention  of  going  to  war  with 
the  French  Republic.  On  moving  the  ad- 
dress in  answer  to  the  speech  a  memorable 
debate  arose.  On  this  occasion  Charles 
James  Fox  delivered  one  of  those  pow- 
ful  speeches  which  have  made,  his  name  im- 
mortal, which  have  forever  stamped  him  as 
the  ablest  of  British  debators  and  the  first 
of  British  statesmen.  In  the  course  Of  that 
speech  he  said  : 

"But  we  now  disdain  to  negotiate.  Why  ? 
Because  we  hare  no  Minister  at  Paris.  Why 
hare  we  no  Minister  there?  Because  France  is 
a  Republic  1    And  so  we  are  to  pay  in  blood  and 

treasure  of  the  people  for  a  punct  tio  I  

The  road  of  common  sense  is  simple,  plain,  and 
direct;  that  of  pride  and  punctilio  is  as  tangled  as 
it  is  serpentine." 

In  the  impassioned  language  of  Mr.  Fox 
1  would  ask  are  we  to  pay  in  blood  and  treas- 
ure ol  the  people  for  a  punctilio  1  Shall  we 
pursue  the  path  of  pride  and  punctilio,  which 
is  at  tangled  as  it  is  serpentine;  or  shall  we 
take  the  simple,  plain,  and  direct  road  of 
common  sense,  which  may  lead  to  the  happi- 
est results?  Four  fifths  of  the  people  of 
that  portion  of  North  Carolina  bordering  for 
many  miles  on  the  Yadkin  river,  and  I  be- 
lieve of  the  whole  State  are  in  favor  of  the 
latter  course. 

The  one  great  demand  of  the  people  of 
this  part  of  the  State  is  peace — peace  upon 
any  terms  that  will  not  enslave  and  degrade 
us.  They  may  perhaps  prefer  that  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  South  should  be  acknowl- 
edged, but  this  they  believe  cannot  now  be 
obtained;  nor,  )in  viewing  the  situation  of 
affairs,  do  they  see  much  hope  of  it  in  the 
future.  They  naturally  ask,  if,  with  no 
means  of  recruiting  to  any  extent,  we  cannot 
hold  our  own  against  the  armies  which  the 
Yankees  now  have  in  the  field,  how  can  we 
meet  them  with  their  three  hundred  thou- 
sand uew  levies  which  will  soon  be  in  readi- 
ness, while  they  can  keep  their  army  recruit- 
ed to  a  great  extent,  if  not  up  to  its  maximum 
number,  from  adventurers  whoare constantly 
arriving  in  their  ports  from  every  country  in 
Europe  ?  But,  if  independence  cannot  be 
obtained,  then  they  are  for  any  terms  that 
are  honorable — any  terms  that  do  not  de- 
grade us.  They  would  be  willing  to  com- 
promise upon  the  amendment  of  the  Consti- 
tution proposed  by  Mr.  Corwin  from  the 
Committee  ot  Twenty  six,  perpetuating  sla- 
very in  the  Stales  to  which  I  have  before  al- 
luded But  in  what  precise  way  overtures 
shall  be  made,  or  the  movement  inaugurated, 
I  leave  lo  wiser  men  and  abler  statesmen 
than  myself  to  propost 

I  would,  however,  suggetl  lo  the  people  to 
elect  members  to  the  next  Congress  who  are 
in  favor  of  an  armistice  of  six  months,  and 
in  the  mean  time  of  submitting  all  matters 
in  dispute  to  a  Convention  of  delegates  from 
all  the  States,  North  and  South,  ihe  del- 
legates  to  be  elected  by  the  people  themseves, 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  two  parties.  Others  there  are  who  de- 
sire that  the  people  of  North  Carolina  should 
be  consulted  in  their  sovereign  capacity 
through  a  Convention  ;  that  the  Legislature 
should  submit  the  question  of  "Convention 
or  no  Convention"  to  the  people,  as  wasdone 
in  February,  1861.  Such  a  Convention 
would  undoubtedly  speak  the  sentiments  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  citizens  as  well  at 
soldiers,  as  all  would  be  consulted.  But  I 
propose  nothing  definite,  and  only  make 
these  suggestions  to  bring  the  matter  before 
the  public.  I  would,  however,  most  earnest- 
ly appeal  to  the  friends  of  humanity 
throughout  the  State  to  use  their  utmost  ef- 
forts to  procure  as  speedily  as  possible  an  hon- 
orable peace.  In  the  name  of  reason,  of 
suffering  hurnauity,  and  of  the  religion 
which  wt  profets,  would  I  apptal  to  the  pub- 
lic men  and  stattsmeo  of  North  Carolina  and 


especially  to  that  sminsct  statesman  who 
possesses  in  a  groater  dcjrres  than  all  others 

the  confldenoe  of  tht  people  of  the*  State,  and 
who  has  recently  been  elevated  to  a  high 
place  in  the  Confederate  Government,  toltnd 
a  helping  hand  and  use  their  influenca  to 
bring  about  an  honorable  peace.  And/last- 
ly, I  would  appeal  to  the  ministers  and  pro- 
fessors of  our  holy  religion  to  pray  constantly, 
without  dictation  of  terms,  to  Aimighty  God 
for  an  honorable  peace. 

Having  but  recently  occupied  a  large 
space  in  your  oolumns,  I  feel  that  I  am  in- 
truding, and  will  therefore,  after  expressing 
my  obligations  to  you,  close  for  the  present.

(STA  correspondent  of  the  Cincinnati 
Enquirer  says  that  Mr.  John  Brough,  candi- 
date for  Governor  in  Ohio,  answered  in  the 
negative  the  following  question  propounded 
to  bum,  at  Hamilton,  Ohio: 

"If  the  States  now  in  rebellion  were  to 
propose  a  return  to  the  Union,  with  the  in- 
stitution of  slavery  recognized  and  protected 
as  it  once  was  under  the  present  Constitution, 
would  you,  as  Governor  of  Ohio,  favor  the 
acceptance  of  the  proposition  ?" 

In  other  words  that  he  was  opposed  to  the 
war  ending  without  slavery  being  abolished. 
We  had  been  lead  to  believe,  from  reading 
the  Commercial,  that  such  was  not  the  posi- 
tion of  Mr.  Brough.  If  such,  however,  is 
hisposition.it  must  be  looked  upon  as  a 
misfortune  that  the  great  State  of  Ohio,  will 
have  no  other  choice  in  the  selection  of  a 
Governor,  than  between  Vallandigham,  a 
rebel  Sympathiser,  and  Brough,  a  conditional 
Union  man,  and  a  radical  of  the  worst  sort. 

Be^Those  loyal  citizens  who  are  desirous 
of  obtaining  the  release  of  their  deluded  re- 
latives, should  bear  in  mind  the  letter  of 
instructions  from  Col.  William  Hoffman, 
Commissioner  General  of  Prisoners,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  release  of  prisoners  of  war,  dated 
Washington  the  6th  inst.    It  says: 

"Prisoners  of  war  are  not  permitted  to 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  be  discharg- 
ed, unless  tome  sufficient  reason  is  urged 
for  granting  this  indulgence.  It  must  be 
shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  officer  who 
presents  the  case,  that  the  applicant  was 
forced  into  the  rebel  service  against  his  will, 
and  has  taken  the  first  opportunity  to  en- 
deavor to  free  himself  from  it,  or  it  may  be 
granted  as  a  favor  to  his  family  or  friends, 
they  being  all  loyal  people  and  vouching 
for  his  sincerity  in  desiring  to  become  a  loy- 
al citizen;  or  it  may  be  granted  on  account 
of  the  youth  of  the  applicant,  it  being  shown 
that  he  was  lei  away  by  vicious  companions, 
his  Union  friends  guaranteeing  his  future 
good  conduct.  Cases  must  be  presented  sub- 
stantially after  this  maimer,  with  all  the 
papers,  through  this  office,  for  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  on  whose  order  alone 
the  discharge  can  begranted.  Theoath  of  al- 
legiance must  be  without  qualification,  and 
it  must  be  understood  that  under  no  circum- 
stance does  the  discharge  carry  with  it  an 
exemption  from  any  of  the  duties  of  a  citi- 
len." 

If  the  papers  in*  Kentucky  were  to  publish 
these  instruction  it  would  save  much  unnec- 
essary trouble  and  disappointment  on  the 
part  of  those  who  wish  t»  obtain  the  release 
of  friends,  when  there  would  be  no  justifica- 
tion for  the  government  to  grant  their  request.

I.  The  General  commanding  calls  upon  ail 
members  of  his  command  to  remember  that 
the  present  campaign  takes  them  through  a 
friendly  territory,  and  that  humanity  and 
the  best  interests  of  the  service  require  that 
the  peaceable  inhabitants  be  treated  with 
kindness,  and  that  every  protection  be  given 
by  the  soldiers  to  them  and  to  their  proper- 
ty- 

II.  Officers  will  enforce  the  strictest  dis- 
cipline to  prevent  straggling,  airy  ill  treat- 
ment of  citizens,  depredations  or  wilful  de- 
struction of  private  property;  and  each  offi- 
cer will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  offen- 
ces of  such  nature,  committed  by  men  under 
his  command. 

III.  No  prisoners  will  be  liberated  or.  pa- 
role, but  will  be  conducted  under  guard  to 
the  authorities  appointed  to  receive  them. 

IV.  it  must  also  be  distinctly  understood 
that  this  war  is  conducted  for  national  ob- 
jects, and  that  any  desire  which  may  exist 
on  the  part  of  soldiers  to  avenge  their  pri- 
vate wrongs  must  yield  to  a  proper  observ- 
ance of  the  well  established  usagss  of  civilis- 
ed warfare 

V.  Prisoner?of  war,  particularly  the  woun- 
ded, will  be  treated  with  every  consideration 
consistant  with  their  safe  keeping,  and  any 
ill  treatment  or  insults  offered  to  them  will 
be  severely  punished. 

VI  Whenever  regimental  evening  dress 
parades  are  held,  it  ebail  be  the  duty  of  the 
commanding  officer  to  see  that  the  Chaplain, 
or  some  other  person,  in  his  absence,  holds 
some  short  religious  service,  such  as  the 
reading  of  a  portion  of  the  Scripture,  with 
appropriate  prayer  for  the  protection  and 
assistance  of  Divine  Prcvidence.

Old  Abe's  Last  Joke, — A  friend  has  re- 
lated to  us  the  following  excellent  joke,  and 
vouches  for  its  truthfulness  :  A  few  weeks 
since  a  Colonel  was  dismissed  from  the  ser- 
vice by  order  of  the  President  upon  charges 
of  disloyalty.  The  Colonel,  feeling  that  he 
had  been  grossly  misrepresented  by  malicious 
enemies,  secured  papers  from  a  cumber  of 
our  Generals  and  other  influential  men  refut- 
ing theeharges  and  requesting  his  reinstate- 
ment, and  repaired  to  Washington  to  submit 
his  case  to  the  President.  After  the  usual  cer- 
emony an  interview  was  granted,  and  the 
President  received  his,  papers  requesting 
him  to  call  again  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours 
during  which  lime  he  would  give  his  atten- 
tion to  the  case.  The  Colonel  called  at  the 
appointed  time,  and  was  cordially  received 
by  the  President  and  informed  thit  his  pa- 
pers had  been  carefully  examined,  that  the 
evidence  they  contained  were  satisfactory , 
and  injustice  bad  evidently  been  done  in 
dissmissing  him.  The  Colonel,  was  there- 
upon reinstated  The  President  then  put 
the  following  interrogatories  to  the  Colonel: 
''Now  Colonel,  I  have  aoted  upon  your 
case,  and  I  know  you  to  be  one  of  my  most 
bitter  political  opponents.  I  desire  to  ask 
you  if  you  are  convinced  in  your  own  mind 
that  I  am  honest,  and  desire  to  do  justice  to 
all  parties  regardless  of  their  political  pro- 
clivities, and  whether  you  believe  that  1 
have  acted  impartially  throughout  my  ad- 
ministration 7' 

The  Colonel  replied  :  "I  am  prone  to  ac- 
knowledge that  you  have  done  me  justice, 
that  you  are  honest,  and' have  always  done 
what  you  deemed  right  and  just  in  all  such 
cases." 

"Well,  Colonel,"  replied  the  President, 
"You  are  evidently  satisfied  of  my  loyalty 
and  integrity,  and  you  have,  perhaps,  been 
wronged.  I  now  propose  to  promote  you  to  a 
Brigadier-General,  providing  you  will  allow 
me  to  fully  test  your  loyalty  beyond  what 
papers  you  have  produced.  If  you  are  a 
loyal  man  and  a  War  Democrat  you  can  sure- 
ly have  no  objection." 

The  Colonel,  as  a  matter  of  course,  felt 
highly  elated  at  this  unexpected  favor,  and 
earnestly  stated  that  he  was  prepared  to  sub- 
mit to  any  requirements  calculated  to  test 
his  loyalty,  and  expressed  his  delight  in 
complying  with  the  demand,  since  his  Excel- 
lency had  shown  such  confidence  in  him, 
as  to  honor  bins  wilh  such  an  enviable  posi- 
tion.. 

•  Well,  Colonel,"  replied  Old  Abe,  as  a 
merry  twinkle  danced  in  his  eye,  "I  promote 
you  to  the  command  of  a  asyr*  brigade,  and 
I  hope  that  you  will  prove  yourself  as  loyal 
as  you  are  represented,  and  do  honor  to  the 
high  trust  to  which  you  are  assigned." 

The  Democracy  of  the  Colonel  was  vio- 
lently jarred  at  this  announcement,  and 
straightening  himself  to  his  full  length,  he  re- 
plied : 

"Mr.  President,  I  thank  you  for  the  tem- 
porary pleasure  you  have  conferred  upon  me 
in  building  Hp  an  air  eastle  of  such  extraor- 
dinary dimensions,  and  thus  sweeping  it 
down  with  one  stroke.
